Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1954. 

During  the  year  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low. 

A slight  rise  in  the  birth  rate  balanced  a slight  rise  in  the  general 
death  rate.  There  is  a continued  growth  in  the  estimated  population 
of  the  town,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Bailey  has  made  many  more  visits  in 
1954  than  in  1953,  and  that  there  has  been  a marked  rise  in  the 
amount  of  salvage  sales.  These  facts  reflect  his  keenness  and 
energy.  I have  greatly  valued  the  friendly  co-operation  of  the 
Clerk  and  other  officials  and  I thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  the 
Council  for  your  support  and  interest  in  the  health  of  the  town.

Ambulance  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Nursing 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  this  : the  Home  Helps  are  engaged 
on  an  hourly  basis  and  are  available  for  maternity  cases  and  cases 
of  illness. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  continued  weekly,  Ante  and  Post-Natal 
Clinics  are  now  held  on  alternate  weeks.  The  help  of  the  ladies  on 
the  voluntary  committee  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  again 
gratefully  acknowledged. 

Day  Nursery 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Authority, 
Accrington.  The  nursery  was  opened  on  the  9th  February,  1953,  and 
is  capable  of  providing  all  necessary  facilities  and  accommodation 
for  50  children.  The  staff  consists  of  1 Matron  and  10  Assistants 
and  charges  are  made  according  to  the  financial  circumstances  of 
parents  seeking  admission  for  their  children,  the  maximum  being 
5/-  per  day,  per  child,  with  a proviso  that  any  second  child,  etc., 
is  only  charged  at  the  rate  of  2/9  per  day. 

School  Medical  Inspection 

The  school  medical  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
Medical  Inspection  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
County  Council. 

The  School  Clinics  continued  as  usual  at  Rishton  comprising 
Minor  Ailments,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic  and  Dental  Clinics. 

Immunisation  Clinics  were  held  regularly  at  the  Welfare  Centre. 

Hospitals 

No  Hospitals  or  Registered  Nursing  Homes  existed  within  the 
Urban  District. 

Health  Education 

The  services  outlined  above  are  available  to  all  and  are, 
generally  speaking,  well  used.  Efforts  are  made  to  secure  a wider 
use  of  the  Health  Services  by  the  personal  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors,  School  Teachers  and  others. 
Posters  are  exhibited  at  the  Town  Hall,  Welfare  Qentre,  Clinics,  and 
in  the  Schools. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  Accrington  District  Water  Board  undertake  this 
service  and  make  the  necessary  tests  of  the  quality  of  the  water. 
The  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient  as  every  house  is  served, 
no  extension  of  piped  supplies  has  been  required.  The  conversion, 
as  time  goes  on,  of  waste  water  to  fresh  water  closets  will,  however, 
increase  the  water  needs  of  the  district. 

Drainage  and  Sewage 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors  and  Great 
Harwood  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  and  extends  to  all  premises  save  a 
few  isolated  farms.  Periodical  testing  and  flushing  was  carried  out. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

Further  details  regarding  Sanitary  circumstances,  Housing  and 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,  are  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  area  was  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  County  Council  in  association,  and 
one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is  only  a few  yards  outside  the 
boundary  of  the  Urban  District. 

This  Dispensary  is  regularly  open,  with  a full  clerical  and 
health  visiting  staff.  One  consultant  and  one  other  Tuberculosis 
Officer  attend  several  times  a week  to  see  patients  recommended  for 
consultation  by  local  practitioners,  or  cases  found  by  the  Medical 
Officers  in  course  of  routine  work  in  schools,  ante-natal  or  welfare 
clinics.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

During  the  year  an  endeavour  has  been  made  to  maintain  a 
regular  service  of  refuse  collection  and  reference  to  the  items  included 
under  “ Public  Cleansing  ” will  show  to  what  advantage  the  new 
vehicle  and  extra  labour  have  been  utilised. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  control  tipping  and  this  system 
continues  to  prove  very  successful.  The  tip  is  situated  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  Oakenshaw  district  and  the  site  offers  considerable 
tipping  facilities  for  several  years. 

During  the  year  protective  clothing  was  provided  by  the 
Council  to  the  refuse  Collection  and  Scavenging  employees  ; this 
clothing  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value  and  protection  against 
inclement  weather  conditions.  Labour  difficulties  in  connection 
with  the  carrying  out  of  the  aforementioned  duties  still  prevail 
and  the  obtaining  of  the  right  type  of  personnel  is  still  a difficult 
problem. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  monthly  analysis  of  the  collected  impurities  obtained  from 
the  Standard  Deposit  Gauge  have  continued  throughout  the  major 
part  of  the  year  but  a mean  average  over  the  year  cannot  be  recorded 
owing  to  the  gauge  not  having  been  in  operation  for  a full  year, 
but,  however,  the  analysis  figures  are  sent  each  month  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  for  inclusion  in 
their  monthly  Atmospheric  Pollution  Bulletin. 

In  connection  with  the  “ Beaver  Report  ” on  Air  Pollution  a 
“ Clean  Air  Bill  ” was  introduced.  This  bill  seeks  to  implement 
the  principal  recommendations  of  the  report  which  are  mainly  to 
confer  powers  to  local  authorities  to  establish  smokeless  zones  and 
smoke  control  areas,  and  to  require  use  of  approved  types  of 
industrial  furnaces  and  ancillary  plant  and  domestic  heating  appli- 
ances, and  generally  for  securing  in  all  connections  the  abatement  of 
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atmospheric  pollution  and  smoke,  with  the  exception  of  those 
entailing  fiscal  changes  and  those  within  powers  of  direction, 
exercisable  by  Ministers  under  the  nationalisation  statutes,  and 
local  authorities  earnestly  await  such  legislation  which  is  so 
urgently  needed  for  future  action  on  the  policy  of  “ Clean  Air 

Shops  Act,  1950 

334  shops  were  inspected  under  the  above  Act  and  no  infringe- 
ment of  the  Act  was  observed. 

Offensive  Trades 

The  principal  type  of  offensive  trade  in  this  district  is  soap 
boiling,  and  no  action  was  required  to  be  taken  as  these  works  are 
very  satisfactory.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employs  a part  time  Rodent  Operator  and  all 
complaints  are  fully  investigated.  The  rodent  control  methods  used 
by  the  Authority  are  in  accordance  with  those  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  allow  a grant  aid  of 
50%  towards  the  net  annual  expenditure.  Systematic  inspection 
and  disinfestation  of  surface  properties  for  rats  and  mice  were 
continued  during  the  year,  and  the  bi-annual  treatment  of  the 
sewers  and  manholes  has  had  a considerable  effect  in  reducing 
infestations  both  in  the  sewers  and  surface  properties,  in  addition, 
the  refuse  tip  and  river  banks  have  been  treated  to  control  any 
possible  infestations.  During  the  year  free  treatment  was  again 
afforded  to  dwellings.

Housing  and  Slum  Clearance 


The  Government’s  White  Paper  on  “ Housing — The  Next 
Step  ” which  was  published  in  November,  1953,  se^s  cmt  in  broad 
outline  the  problems  which  have  to  be  faced  regarding  the  improving 
of  housing  conditions  throughout  the  country  and  that  such  prob- 
lems would  have  to  be  undertaken  urgently  and  resolutely  by  all 
local  authorities. 


The  paper  considers  all  aspects  of  the  housing  problem,  and  the 
preparation  of  a comprehensive  plan  to  cover  repair,  improvement, 
maintenance  and  demolition,  subsequently  dividing  the  houses  into 
four  categories  : — 


(a)  Standard  : 

(b)  Dilapidated  : 


(c)  Intermediate  : 


These  being  houses  in  good  condition  in 
all  respects  and  having  adequate  amen- 
ities. 

These  being  houses  which  due  to 
continued  neglect  are  capable  of  being 
put  into  good  condition  either  by 
voluntary  action  on  the  owners’  part 
or  by  statutory  powers  exercised  by  the 
local  authority. 

These  being  houses  in  good  repair  but 
lacking  some  necessary  amenities 
which  could  be  provided  by  improve- 
ment, and  so  extend  the  possible  life  of 
such  houses. 
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(d)  Slum  property  : These  being  houses  which  are  incapable 

of  being  repaired  at  reasonable  expense 
and  could  not  be  included  in  classes 
( b ) or  (c)  and  should  be  demolished  at  the 
earliest  opportunity. 

Local  authorities  were  requested  to  take  up  once  more  the 
question  of  slum  clearance  and  to  estimate  the  size  of  their  slum 
problem,  that  they  should  have  a programme  of  action  for  dealing 
with  demolition  and  replacement,  and  should  endeavour  to  put  such 
programme  into  operation  as  soon  as  possible.  The  new  Act  “ Hous- 
ing Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954  ” provides  the  statutory  powers 
for  carrying  out  this  policy,  together  with  the  submitting  of  any 
proposals  for  dealing  with  slum  clearance  property  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  within  the  next  12  months  for 
the  Minister’s  approval. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food

undertaken  outside  the  area,  there  being  no  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district.
